WHO SAW THESE THREE BOYS? 


Chicago makes mass attempt to solve a shocking, senseless crime 


It was the most heinous and senseless crime 
in the annals of a city which has long been 
blasé about its shocking record of professional 
violence. On Sunday Oct. 16, three Chicago 
schoolboys went out to a movie. At noon on 
Tuesday. 39 hours after they had been reported 
missing, a motorist driving in a lonely for- 
est preserve just outside the city’s northwest 
boundary came upon a ghastly tableau. In a 
shallow ditch lay the bodies of the three, naked 
and mutilated. 

The murdered boys had been quiet and well 
mannered, with no record of delinquency. Rob- 
ert Peterson, 13, was the son of a carpenter; 
the Schuessler brothers, John, 13, and Anton 
Jr., 11, sonstof a tailor, Yet they died as vio- 
lently as had the seven gangsters in the St, Val- 
entine s Day machine-gun massacre of 1929,

In this instance, however, the killer, or kill- 
ers, beat the victims savagely with a blunt in- 
strument and then strangled them to death. 


Their mouths and eyes had been taped. The 


tape, however, and their clothing as well, had 
vanished. There was no indication of sexual 
molestation. Autopsies fixed the time of their 
deaths at late Sunday night. The police be- 
lieved the bodies were hauled into the woods 
in an automobile Tuesday morning. One ofh- 
cial said they appeared to have been tossed 
into the ditch “‘like sacks of potatoes.” 

While the families buried their dead, the 
police, with only meager clues, took the extra- 
ordinary step of broadcasting pictures of the 
boys and descriptions of their clothes and ap- 
pealing to Chicago's 3.6 million citizens to help 
solve a crime that had shocked the nation.

GENEVA: SMILES NEED DEEDS

As a new Geneva conference begins, the fourth in as many 
months, it is time to ask: What did the others accomplish ¢ 
What may be expected from this one? In swift succession we 
have seen the meeting at the summit, negotiations between 
the U.S. and Red China, the atoms-for-peace parley, and now 
the meeting of foreign ministers to see what substance can be 
extracted from the smiling “Geneva spirit.” 

We must not expect too much, looking for either a vic- 
tory or a defeat, as in a baseball game. A newsman called the 
July meeting at the summit an armistice for the war that 
never happened because it was too dangerous to fight. The 
October Geneva is an attempt to write a peace that is not yet 
won. Wars once took as long as 30 years to finish; it may 
take longer than that to win the peace. Our job is to keep the 
long view while seeing clearly where we stand at the moment. 

As many feared, and as the Soviets undoubtedly intended, 
distensione has made the free world nations relax their guard 
and even feel that they can afford the luxury of bickering. The 
Turks have committed outrages on their Greek minorities, 
thus weakening the Balkan alliance. France has mishandled 
the colonial independence movement so. badly it has had to 
send three fifths of itt NATO troops on suppressive missions 
which abet Communist propaganda. Egypt is threatening the 
peace in the Mideast by ordering Communist arms. The Red 
Chinese have gotten many MiG-15s, now being superseded in 
the Soviet air force. They have air superiority in the Formosa 
Strait and thus can start big trouble any time they dare. As 
against these losses, there are a few gains: Red China’s re- 
lease of 27 Americans and its promise to release all; the start 
of free exchange of information among the world’s atomic 
scientists; and a freer general exchange of travel and informa- 
tion on both sides of the iron curtain. 

The greatest gain of all is the West's capture of the moral 
leadership for peace, through the sheer force of President 
Eisenhower's magnetism and sincerity. This, his greatest 
accomplishment at the first Geneva, remains our greatest 
asset at the fourth. Not only did he shatter the Communist- 
created stereotype of an aggressive U.S., so that even the 
Soviet leaders publicly said they believed him, he also won the 


Hot. cold or lukewarm, relations between the U.S. and the 
Soviets are the world’s gravest political problem, and there 
is no point in trying to oversimplify it. At some risk of 
that, nevertheless we pass along an idea that may help anti- 
Communists decide how to think about Russia’s “new look.” 
It might even be useful to our diplomats. 

When Khrushchev, Bulganin & Co. patched things up with 
Tito last summer, they tried to make the late Beria their scape- 
goat for the seven-year rift between the two Communist coun- 
tries. Tito didn’t buy that: he has publicly stated that Stalin 
should share the blame: and the Russians did not try to 
refute him, Indeed there are signs that Khrushchev & Co. are 
willing to let Stalin take the blame for a lot of things—that 
they are almost as ashamed of him as they ought to be, 
Stalin’s son Vassily is rumored to have died in a slave labor 
camp and his daughter to have been banished from Moscow, 
Asked how their new Aollektivnost (dictatorship by commit- 
tee) could prevent the rise of another Stalin, one Russian is 
reported to have replied, “If we see symptoms of Stalinism in 
any 10-year-old in Russia, we will eliminate him.” In short, 
the new rulers of Russia seem to realize that Stalin's memory 
is not their strongest political asset, at home or abroad. 


incalculable force of world public opinion as a lever to pry 
positive concessions out of the Soviet smiles. The power of 
this force was evidenced in Bulganin’s hasty retreat after 
he had seemed lightly to reject the President’s proposal for 
military blueprints and aerial reconnaissance. Indeed, the 
President’s illness has even reinforced this moral author- 
ity; nobody could fail to be impressed by his writing from a 
sickbed a second, personal plea to Bulganin to accept this 
plan, offering to accept a Soviet ground-inspection proposal 
in return, 

In sum, if the Soviets intended the Geneva spirit merely 
to soften us, the President’s patient persistence has put 
them, instead, in a position where they now have to put up 
or shut up. 

Secretary Dulles goes to the fourth Geneva able to demand 
deeds as well as words, and it is the Soviets who stand to lose 
in world opinion if the deeds are not forthcoming. On the three 
major items of the agenda—1) European security and Ger- 
man reunification, 2) disarmament and 3) widening Kast- 
West contacts—it is they who must produce if the Geneva 
spirit is to live on. If they refuse reunification, they, not we, 
keep the Germans apart. If they reject the President’s in- 
spection plan, world public opinion will condemn them. If 
they really wish to widen East-West contacts they can do 
so by removing the curtain. If they do none of these things 
their smiles will not be worth a shrimp’s whistle. 

Even if they do all three, a true perspective on this confer- 
ence wil! not permit us to proclaim genuine peace. Its agenda 
does not even include two other points Eisenhower lists as 
essential to such a peace, 1) restoring satellite peoples to self- 
government, 2) abandoning international Communist sub- 
version of free states. But if total success at this Geneva 
would not bring true peace, neither would total failure mean 
war. The greatest accomplishment of the first Geneva was the 
tacit acceptance by both sides of the fact that major war must 
be avoided. That hard fact will remain whether the Geneva 
spirit proves real, or evaporates. If it does evaporate, both 
sides will simply go on pursuing their aims—in our case, 
enlarging the areas of freedom—by other means. 


HOW DEAD IS STALIN? 


Now for the idea. Why not use Stalin as our weapon in the 
lukewarm war? His name belongs on any and all Communist 
acts and policies which keep that war going. The division of 
Germany is a Stalinist division, All Russian satellites are 
under Stalinist oppression. The slave labor camps are a Stal- 
inist invention, The secret arms race is Stalinist rearmament. 
The list can be as long as we like, for in fact there is no political 
erime of which Stalin was innocent. And by thus accurately 
labeling them, we make it harder for Khrushchev & Co. to 
defend what they retain of Stalinist policies, and easier for 
them to abandon positions that still endanger peace. 

Sure, things are different in Russia since Stalin died. There 
is a big difference between the old monster and the tipsy sales- 
man Khrushchev, between the former’s iron curtain and the 
latter's strings of shells, beads and peasant sayings, many of 
them true. But there is not yet difference enough. With Stalin 
as our common scapegoat Communists, anti-Communists and 
neutralists can all agree to change things a lot more. 

As to the highly char ged hesretieal question of whether 
Communism and feacder can in fact coexist, that. like the 
H-bomb war, can also be postponed indefinitely—while all 
concentrate on killing Stalin dead.

The first midget submarine ever built for the Navy, the U.S.S. ¥-], or 


“minisub,” knifed through the waters of Long Island Sound early this 
month in its first public performance. Newest addition to the Navy's 
frowlng underseas fleet, the 50-foot, 25-ton vessel is manned by a crew 
of five qualihed frogmen. Submarine experts speculated that the power 
plant of the X-L is a U.S. adaptation of the German Walther-cycle engine 
which receives its oxygen supply from hydrogen peroxide enabling the 
cralt to operate submerged for extended periods. [The X-1, constructed by 
the Fairchild Engine and Airplane Corporation, has a periscope but no 
torpedo tubes.

The fact is that most 
schools actually use two approaches—one emphasiz- 
ing sounds (below), as Flesch does, and another em- 
phasizing whole words (above), which he criticizes.

The great soprano Maria Callas 


also has prima donna’s deviltry

HIS week Chicago’s Lyric Theatre begins its new 
season by presenting the most exciting voice in 
contemporary opera. On the opening night Maria Callas 
will appear in the lavishly gowned and extremely dif_- 
cult cule of Elvira (/eft) in Bellini’s / Puritani, a selec- 
tion in keeping both with her regal presence and her 
own acute appreciation of her lies: Callas’ voice 
can do more things in more operas—and do them more 
dramatically—than any rival’s. “Hf this were a musical 
age, says an admiring reviewer in an Italian m; igazine, 
Callas woul | be the most Lamous woman in EF wes 
At Milan’s La Seala. the world « rapits il of opera, ( Callas 
has been the scinowlcloel star for four seasons in 16 
separate operas. (Few ereal sopranos have as wide a 
repertoire.) In Chieago at her American debut last year 
she had critics and audiences falling all over each other 
in adulation. In Mexico City she is known siinply as 
SOD POLO absolute—the soprano who can do anything, 
The only mi ayo opera center she has not yel ap peared 
in is New York’s Me tropolitan.

At one po 
in her eareer she weighed 215 pounds. In adi et 
she consistently ee | o work her way up to the 
top in the usual way by singing secondary roles or 
second-string operas, Bither you ve got the voice or 
you haven't,” she explains, “and if you’ ve got it, you 
beein singing the le a parts right away.” But not eve ry- 
one agreed rieh| off that she did have it. 
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CALLAS ROLES, with too great a range to be sung by many sopranos, 
include the leads in Medea (left), which she made a favorite of La Scala opera- 
goers, and Norma (right), which she sang in her U.S. debut last fall in Chicago. 
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To make things still more difheult for herself, Callas got into a 
battle with the powerful Milanese artist agency which furnishes 
nearly all the talent for La Seala. ‘““Nobody is going to own 10, 20 
or 30% of me,” Callas declared thriftily. So for years they owned 
none of her, and she got none of La Scala’s roles. 

She further inhibited her career by outraging fellow singers. She 
was all too happy to let her big shining voice ride above the notes 
of her duet partners, and hell hath no fury like a drowned-out 
tenor. After one such performance in Mexico City, Tenor Kurt 
Baum told her point-blank, “Tl do all in my power to see that you 
are never signed up at the Metropolitan.”’ Callas also developed a 
great fondness for solo curtain calls. Once in Rome the strapping 
6-foot-6. basso, Boris Christoff, seized Callas as she was on the 
point of taking a solo bow and said sternly, “Now, Maria, either 
we all go out there together or none of us goes out.” 

The most angelic voice in the world would not have been enough 
to overcome such self-created opposition. Fortunately for Maria 
Callas and for her fans, she had three powerful aids: an incredible 
ambition that drove her to work tirelessly, a willingness to wait, 
and an overpowering belief in fate. 

Fate chose an odd place to start. Maria was born in New York 
City 31 years ago of Greek immigrant parents, whose original 
name was Calogeropoulos. Her father was a druggist, and neither 
he nor her mother had any musical background to pass on to 
Maria. But apparently none was needed. At the age of 3 she 
was listening attentively to operas on the family Pianola. At 
8 she was taking singing lessons. At 9 she was a star of pro- 
grams and recitals in Public School 164. Farsighted classmates 
signed her yearbooks ““To the future great singer,” and “To the 
girl with the golden voice.” 

At 13 Maria was packed off to Athens where Mrs. Callas lied a 
few years on to her daughter's age to get her into the Athens Con- 
servatory. (Mrs. Callas has no part in her daughter’s career now. 
Theirs is a quarrelsome family. Not only have mother and father 
been estranged for years, but Maria and her mother, having quar- 
reled over money matters, have not spoken or written to each 
other for the last five years.) 

The Athens Conservatory was not a very great institution, but 
it did have the teaching services of Elvira de Hidalgo, who trained 
Maria for the next seven years. “Maria was square and fat,” Mme. 
Hidalgo remembers, “but she put such force, such sentiment, such 
wonderful interpretation into all she sang. She would want to sing 
the most difficult coloraturas, scales and trills. Even as a child her 
will power was terrific. She had a phenomenal memory and could 
learn the most difficult opera in eight days.” 

A few weeks before her 15th birthday Maria Callas made her 
debut in Athens in Cavalleria Rusticana—singing the lead role, 
of course. And by the time she was 22 she was in New York audi- 
tioning for the Met. She was offered lead roles in Madam Butter- 
fly and an English version of Fidelio. She replied that she was 
too fat for Butterfly and, while she was willing to do Fidelio, she 
said, “Opera in English is so silly. Nobody takes it seriously.” 

Nothing came of the talks. But while she was in New York she 
signed for an appearance in Verona, Italy. There she met Giovan”i 
Battista Meneghini, a millionaire businessman 20 years Maria’s 
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MANAGER-HUSBAND Giovanni Meneghini and Callastshow off their new 
home in Milan. Villa has Italian marble floors and modern American kitchen. 
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senior. Within a year they were married, and from that day Mene- 
ghini has been his wife’s manager and agent as well as proud and 
devoted husband. Marriage solved one important problem: Maria 
Callas no longer had to worry about money. She could sit back 
and, as she puts it, “learn how to wait.’ 

The main waiting was for La Scala, the goal of every opera singer 
in the world. But La Scala had at this time a reigning soprano in 
Renata Tebaldi and its managers could foresee the difficulties that 
would arise if both of these iron-willed prima donnas were on the 
same roster. 

It was a former La Seala conductor named Tullio Serafin who 
signed Callas and showed her off in Venice, Genoa, Trieste, Rome, 
Naples, even Buenos Aires. Everywhere she was a success. 

During this period, while Callas was in Venice, the lead selected 
by the managers of Teatro La Fenice for Bellini’s long, difficult 
and rarely performed I Puritant became ill five days before the 
scheduled opening. Conductor Serafin called Callas downstairs in 
her hotel and asked her to sing a few scales and chromatics for 
the opera’s director. “All right,” said the director after only a few 
minutes, “we know who can sing / Puritani. But now we must 
find someone who can learn it.”’ The opening had to be postponed 
only one day. From Wednesday morning to Monday night, with 
two performances of Die Walkiire sandwiched in between, Callas 
learned the enormously difficult role of Elvira so well that she was 
cheered for her performance of the opera’s mad scene. (Says Carol 
Fox, president of Chicago’s Lyric Theatre, ‘Callas goes mad 
divinely.”’) 

As Callas won triumph after triumph, La Scala’s managers began 
belatedly to offer her roles in minor operas. But by now Callas had 
learned how to wait. Once La Scala’s manager, Antonio Ghirin- 
ghelli, did get her to substitute for the ailing queen Tebaldi in a 
production a. Aida at the opening of the Milan fair. But when 
he tried the same trick in 1950 for another opera, Callas put her 
foot down: “Put me on the regular La Scala roster and [ am at 
your disposal, but no more substituting.” 

Finally, in May 1951, La Seala surrendered. Ghiringhelli invited 
Callas to lunch and ate humble pasta. “Maria,” he said, as they 
dug into spaghetti over their luncheon table, “we want you to 
open La Scala next December as one of our regular singers.” 

“Now you're talking,”” Callas replied. 

Since that day four years ago Maria Callas has brought a splen- 
dor of her own to La Scala. She has sung some old standbys like 
Il Trovatore, Lucia di Lammermoor and La Traviata. Her special 
sreatness, however, has been achieved in the long-forgotten mu- 
seum pieces which were taken out of mothballs only because at 
long last there was a soprano who could sing them. La Scala spares 
neither pain nor expense in its magnificent productions, but it is 
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PLANNING PERFORMANCE in Chicago dressing room, Callas confers with

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chiefly because of the Callas voice that operas like Nerma, La Son- 
nambula, Alceste and Medea have once again become popular with 
Milan’s exacting operagoers. 

Milanese critics have to go all the way back to the 1830s, when 
the legendary Malibran ruled European opera, before they can find a 
comparison with Callas. Leonard Bernstein, who has ‘conducted 
two of her operas, says, “She is the only old-fashioned prima donna 
who exists today.”” Serafin says without hesitation, ‘Maria can— 
and probably will—sing every opera in which there’s an important 
soprano part.” 

Sopranos can generally be classed in one of three groups. There 
are dramatic sopranos, like Kirsten Flagstad and Helen Traubel, 
who can carry the heroic Wagnerian roles. There are lyric sopranos, 
like Victoria de Jos Angeles and Dorothy Kirsten, who do the 
sweeter, lighter-voiced parts of Manon and La Bohéme. And there 
are the coloratura sopranos, like the Met's young Roberta Peters, 
who do the very high, intricate roles like Queen of the Night in 
The Magic Flute. But Callas can qualify in all three groups. She 
has the unique ability to carry both the heavy, throaty Medea and 
the lyrical La Sonnambula, both the light soprano of [ ‘Puritani and 
the heavy dramatic quality of Norma. She can sing Wagner as well 
as Puccini and she is one of the very few who can sing the for- 
gotten masters, Bellini and Cherubini. 

Callas’ range is extraordinary. At times she seems to have almost 
a contralto voice onto which has been grafted a high soprano 
register. She can reach over three octaves, all the way to F sharp 
above high C., 

There are still a few dissenting opinions in Milan about the qual- 
ity of her voice. Some think Renata Tebaldi’s is sweeter, clearer, 
purer, perhaps more consistently beautiful in the low and middle 
ranges. But there is no argument that in the upper range Callas’ 
volume and quality are unsurpassed. 


‘She’s a power station’ 


HAT never fails to surprise people who see Callas for the 
first time is her ability to act. Opera acting is usually ex- 
pected to be strictly ham; and while it would take a combination of 
Duse and Bernhardt to make people take most opera plots seriously, 
Callas miraculously makes her audience believe her characteriza- 
tions. “On stage she is pure electricity,”’ says Conductor Bernstein. 

If her role calls for humor, she can be violently funny. Playing 
a vixenlike girl in Jl Turco in Italia, which calls for a slapstick 
fight with another female singer, Callas whipped off her shoe and 
whammed it into the girl’s face. The audience loved it and roared. 
(The other singer’s reaction is not recorded.) “And in Medea,” 
says Bernstein of Callas’ finest dramatic creation, “she’s a power 
station.” 

Because Callas is very nearsighted her colleagues have often been 
afraid that, without her classes and in the vigor of her acting, she 
will fall into the holes in the stage in Medea or drop off the wobbly 
bridge in La Sonnambula. But so far she has escaped these perils. 

Before she undertakes a role she reads voluminously on the his- 
torical figures and visits museums to get background. She wants to 
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OVERWEIGHT CALLAS tipped the scales at 215 pounds before coming 


down to 135, She refused lead in Madam Butterfly, saying she was too [al.

sing Carmen, which she has never done, but first she is determined 
to visit Spain to soak up authentic atmosphere and “learn the art 
of speaking with castanets.”” When the managers at Chicago heard 
this, they were afraid that Callas would insist on going to Japan be- 
fore singing Madam Butterfly in Chicago this year for the first time 
on the stage. They compromised on a Japanese stage director. 

Callas now feels that she can sing Madam Butterjly because she 
has lost weight spectacularly. Until 1953 she had kept gaining 10 
to 15 pounds a year until it was obvious that she would soon be fit 
for nothing but roles like Briinnhilde. But in the course of little 
more than z a year she managed to drop from well over 200 pounds 
to her present weight of 135. At her fattest she had a 45, 35, 47 
figure. Her measurements now are 37, 22, 36. Loss of weight alse 
changed her personality. In her fat days she was shy about : appear- 
ing in society and took little interest in clothes. Today one of 
Milan’s best dressmakers is in char ge of making her a showcase for 
beautiful clothes. In preparation for a heavy social schedule in the 
U.S. this year, she will arrive in Chicago with a new wardrobe of 
30 dresses. 

At first it was whispered that reducing had damaged Callas’ 
voice, but no one believes that now. If anything, her voice is bet- 
ter, and of course she can now play many roles that she could not 
formerly have dared. She has definitely given the lie to the old 
theory that great singers must shovel armloads of spaghetti into 
shes sieathe tortens ‘of losing their voices. 

Nor has loss of weight meant any loss of temperament. She is 
not a screamer or a thrower. Her forte is stubbornness. For years 
she had trouble with orchestra conductors. and she still does, off 
and on. “I just can’t stand it when the orchestra doesn’t play a 
thing right,” she says, and she once refused to sing for a conduc- 
tor because she had heard him do an Aida which did not 
meet her standards. On the other hand, no one has ever com- 
plained that she will not work. She is willing to rehearse endlessly. 
2 recording she will repeat passages dozens of times to get them 

ight. She will argue violently over an interpretation. “*T am stub- 
hoe” she says. "No, I am not stubborn. [ am right,” 

Making no allowances for herself, she makes few for others 
when it comes to an important performance. On last year’s open- 
ing night of Norma in Chicago, everyone backstage was deeply 
concerned about the lighting and the placing of figures in the last 
act, which is little short of a mob scene. In fact, everyone was so 
wrapped up in the problems that nobody remembered to go back 
to the dressing room and give Callas her cue. The final scene is 
tremendously demanding and any soprano might be excused for 
staying in her dressing room, preparing herself for the difficult 
singing ahead. But some sixth sense told Callas that she was due 
on, and when the music was just a few bars away from her en- 
trance, she suddenly came storming out on her own. As she swept 
toward the stage she had just time to wave her arms in disgust and

The feud between Callas and La Scala’s other star soprano, 
Renata Tebaldi, has kept Milanese opera fans amused for years. 
Nobody knows, least of all the two principals, just how the whole 
thing started, but it undoubtedly arose from just the situation La 
Scala’s managers had feared: the presence of two prima donnas 
under the same roof, They now refuse to recognize or discuss 
each other. Tebaldi once informed La Scala’s manager that she 
would walk off the stage if she saw Callas prominently seated in a 
box. There have even been imaginative 
accusations to the effect that each sing- 
er has hired claques to hiss the other. 

In view of this, Chicago’s Lyric Thea- 
tre management has shown eTeat cour- 
age in signing up Tebaldi for this season 
along with Callas. The two ladies will 
sing on alternate nights, of course, 
though they will use the same dressing 
room. But Callas will be the queen. Hers 
is the honor of opening the season, and 
hers is the higher salary. 

With Men neghini” s millions at her 
back, Callas daiaks of salary more as 
prestige than as mere money. With her, 
prestige comes high. At La Scala she gets 
about $2,000 a night for an average of 
25 performances a year. Her Chicago paycheck is more than 
$2,000 for each of her six performances. All told she makes more 
than $100,000 a year from appearances and record royalties (she 
has already recorded 13 complete operas). 

Any opera manager who wants to engage Callas now must be 
prepared to talk in terms of $2,000 a night, and even so should 
talk fast, for Callas turns down more offers than she takes. She 
accepted Chicago last year partly because of the money, partly for 
the honor of launching a new opera company, partly because she 
was ready for an American debut, and partly because she was as- 
sured that she could do the roles she liked and would get the 
grand-lady treatment that she had learned to expect. Even so, the 
Lyric Theatre’s president had to make a trip to Verona to get her 
and then it took two hours of talking to complete the details. It 

might have taken longer, but Callas had flu at the time and was 
perhaps not at top strength. | 

Callas found no reason to regret signing up with the Chicago 
management. While the season was still in progress she confided 
to a reporter that she “liked the way they did things.” She went 
on to speak glowingly of the artistic gratification it gave her to be 
freed from the tradition encrusted opera managements of Europe 
and how refreshing it was to work with the youthful bosses of 
Chicago opera. “Of course,” she added reflectively, “I am well 
paid. ... We ask our fee, and whoever is crazy enough to give it 
to us will give it to us.”

When the 80-hour work week of Gloria Tweten, an easy-going young 
housewife of Seattle, was reported by Lire (Aug. 15), the Heart Associa- 
tion of Washington was shocked into action. The association, which con- 
ducts courses in household efhiciency to ease the strain on housewives, 
decided that a ““common sense’ efficiency study of Gloria’s work habits 
would save her appreciable energy and point a lesson for millions of other 
hausewives. They asked if they could move in on the Twetens. 
Skeptical but agreeable, Gloria and her husband, Del, said they could. 
Forthwith Mrs. Harriet U. Fish, occupational therapist for the heart 


association, and two professors of home economics and mechanical 
engineering from the University of Washington spent almost a week 
watching Gloria work and studying the household layout. Mrs. Fish was 
especially vigorous in the Tweten crusade. She criticized the length of 
mop handles, the layout of storage space, the arrangement of kitchen util- 
ities. She especially recommended that Gloria relax regularly by lying on 
the floor, legs propped up, for five minutes out of every hour, “I don’t 
know,” said Gloria at the end of the session.

O'Reilly goes back to Osaka for film about his orphanage 


Like many another veteran of the war in the Pacific, Sgt. Hugh O'Reilly 
hated the ‘Japanese so much he couldn't bear to go near them for months 
after he arrived in Japan on occupation duty. This was in July 1949 when 
he joined his regiment, the now celebrated 27th Infantry. Two and a half 
years later, on the 10th anniversary of Pearl Harbor, O'Reilly married 
Yuko Saito in the city of Osaka, whose newspaper named him its “Man of 
the Year.” What had wrought this startling change in the shy Irishman 
from the Bronx is told in a Columbia picture, Three Stripes in the Sun. 


Late in 1949, O'Reilly had visited a ramshackle Japanese orphanage 
in Osaka and had been so appalled by its miserable condition that he 
started a gigantic regimental money-raising crusade which brought in 
$180,000 for a new building. His hatred thawed, Hugh now not ouly met 
Japanese civilians but eventually fell in love with one of them, After mar- 
rying her, he brought her back to the U.S., but returned this spring to 
Oeaka, where these photographs were made, as technical adviser on the 
film about his own spectacular conversion from hate to humanitarianism.

NAVY'S JET BLUNDER 


Crashes and engine delays put program way hack 


ys 
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In Washington this week a House subcommittee began looking into what 
may he the worst blunder in the history of U.S. jel aviation. In the wake 
ot Korea the Navy rushed inte production il number of jet planes, includ- 
ing the McDonnell F5H-1 Demon which was to be powered by a souped-up 
version of Westinghouse’s J40 engine. Although the new version failed 
to work out, the Navy built 60 Demons anvway, powered with the older, 
weaker J40, Later it had to give the Demon an entirely different engine. 
Since the first Hieht seven of the planes have crashed, killing four test 
pilots, although the causes have not been definitely determined. 

Other planes were affected by Westinghouse’s failure to develop a 
J40 with adequate power. The Douglas A3D and F4D had to be redesigned. 
Slow delivery of another Westinghouse engine put Chance Vought’s Cut- 
lass behind schedule. The Navy's rush program has led to cancellation 
of 1,000 planes at a cost to taxpayers of a quarter of a billion dollars,

A 1,000-page report issued last week by the U.S. Forest Serv- 
ice marked a historic turning point for one of the country's 
greatest natural resources, its woodlands. Plundered and 
threatened for decades by careless or greedy culling, com- 
mercial forests—which still mantle a full quarter of the U.S. 
—are now no longer shrinking but growing wood faster than 
it is harvested. Although a staggering 10.8 billion cubic feet 
is being felled annually, 14.2 billion cubic feet of new tim- 
ber is being raised every year. 

Happiest at the news were the big timber firms, for it 
measures the success of a 20-year program which has trans- 
formed the industry. Mass attacks on insects, mechanized 
firefighting and new disease-resistant hybrids produce and 
guard spreading stands of sturdier timber. Machines replace 
much muscle work of oldtime loggers and increased efh- 
clency rescues mountains of wood formerly wasted, 

But the most revolutionary advance is a new philosophy 
which is c¢ hanging the face of U.S, forests. Trees, once only a 
source of quick profit, have become a carefully tended agri- 
cultural crop, a long-range investment. Better practices like 
block cutting (right) assure a steady supply of wood for 
decades to come. 

The Forest Service report warns, however, that the most 
useful grades of timber are still being cut faster than grown, 
and that as demand keeps growing the overall supply may 
have to double in the next 50 years. The well-managed do- 
mains of the big timber firms and the government comprise 
only 40% of all commercial forest. The rest is split up among 
4.5 million private owners who, for the most part, manage 
their lands poorly. They will have to learn from their big- 
ger brethren, if the U.S, is to satisfy its future wood needs.

During the latter half of his life as his paintings grew 
famous around the world, Edgar Degas worked almost se- 
eretively in another medium—sculpture. From the 1860s 
the French artist devoted as much time to modeling nudes, 
dancers and horses in wax as to re-creating in oils. At first 
he did the sculptures as studies for paintings but he soon 
began to create them for their own sake to convey spon- 
taneous effects of forms in movement. 

After Degas’ death in 1917, bronze casts were made of 
the 70 waxes he left behind.

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A PLEA AGAINST BLIND FEAR 


An experienced surgeon says that excessive worry leads to costly tests, undue suffering 


by DR.GEORGE CRILE JR. 


Of all diseases of modern times cancer commands 
at the same time both the greatest attention and 
the most widespread fears of the public. As shown 
by the comments of noted medical authorities on 
pages 129 and 130, this outspoken article on the 
present attitudes toward cancer ts highly contro- 
verstal, Because of the importance of the subject 
and the basic disagreement within the medical pro- 
fession itself, Lire believes that the views of Dr. 
George Crile Jr. deserve a broad popular hearing 
and a careful consideration. 

Dr. Crile has had 18 years’ experience as a sur- 
geon at the Cleveland Clinic. Almost half of his 
surgery is connected with cancer treatment. The 
material in this article, drawn from his years ef 
study and wide knowledge of cancer patients, will 
be incorporated in his book Cancer and Common 
Sense (copyright 1955 by George CrileJr.), to be pub- 
lished the first week of November by Viking Press. 


EKCENTLY a 75-year-old woman, severely par- 

alyzed and unable to speak, was referred to 
me by her family physician who had found a 
lump in her thyroid gland. He thought the somly: 
sis might be caused by cancer of the thyroid that 
had spread to the brain. If so, he hoped that 
radioactive iodine might destroy the cancer and 
thus give the patient a chance for recovery. 

X-rays were taken and a series of tests was 
made. The solicitous family, a son and two 
daughter ‘-s, called each day to ask about their 
wather. The old lady lay paralyzed and stupor- 
ous in her bed. At last the tests were completed: 
there was no evidence of cancer. 

“There is nothing that can be done,”’ I told 
the family. “Your mother has suffered a stroke 
from a broken blood vessel, her brain is irrepara- 
bly damaged. There is no operation or treatment 
that can he ‘Ip her in any way. 

The older daughter leaned forw ard, tense, and 
asked with a quaver in her voice “Did you find 
a er! 

There was no cancer,” [ replied. 

“Thank God!” the family exclaimed. 

This was a strange attitude. Had cancer been 
present it might have been cured, whereas the 
brain hemorrhage was incurable. But the family 
was concerned not so much with the possibility 
of curing their mother as with blind, instinctive 
dread of a word. It was not cancer itself that the 
family feared. It was the werd cancer. 
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Fear of a word 


Q one need be afraid of the werd cancer. In 
Ny clinical practice to say that a person has can- 
cer gives as little information about the possible 
course of his disease as to say that he has an 
infection. There are dangerous infections that 
may be fatal and there are harmless infections 
that are self-limited or may disappear. The same 
is true of cancers. Cancer is not a single entity. 
It is a broad spectrum of diseases related to each 
other only in name. It is no harder to live with 
these various types of cancer, no worse to die 
| Sadie with them, than with many other diseases.

that only through fear can the public be eat: 
cated, Newspapers and magazines have magni- 
fied and spread this fear, knowine that the pub- 
lic is always interested in the me Jodraimatic and 
the frightening. This has fostered a disease, fear 
of cancer, a contagious disease that spreads from 

mouth to ear. It is possible that today, in terms 
of the total number of people affected, fear of 
cancer is causing more suflering than cancer 
itself. Already doctors are seeing increasing num- 
bers of healthy patients who suffer only because 
they are afraid of getting cancer. This fear leads 
both doctors and patients to do unreasonable 
and therefore dangerous things. 

If fear of cancer continues to increase, it 
could breed in a sensitive public a fear approach- 
ing hysteria. Great clinics would then have to be 
built for the detection of cancer. Billions would 
be spent—and for what purpose? 


A steady death rate 


N recent years the overall death rate from can- 
cer showed no decrease, even after the figures 
are adjusted to allow for the increased age of our 
population. The Publie Health Service's 1950 
report states, “Since 1935, the age-adjusted 
death rate has shown no appreciable change 
either upward or downward.” A survey by Dr. 
N. E. McKinnon of the University of Toronto 
shows that in spite of the extensive programs 
for free diagnosis and treatment that have been 
set up in some Canadian provine es, these prov- 
inces have had no decrease in their cancer death 
rate. In fact, the death rate there is not even 
lower than it is in those provinces which have 
no cancer program at all. McKinnon says that 
“Program or no program ... early treatment 
or late treatment, much money spent or little,” 
the trends of cancer mortality show no signif- 
cant differences from province to province. 

Is there any reason then to believe that more 
clinical facilities will eure more cancers? This is 
a question that must be faced. We cannot live on 
in a dream of wishful thought. If we do, we will 
be like our ancient ancestors, building temples 
to our ignorance, making foolish sacrifices out 
of tear. 

A constructive and helpful philosophy of life 
has never been built on fear. Todav fear of cancer 
is diverting our efforts, our funds and our time 
away from. the constructive and vitally impor- 
tant matter of basic laborator V research. 

No one can deny that treatment of cancer 
today is safer, and in some kinds of cancer more 
effective, than ever before. But Plato once said 
that all good things tend to be destroyed by their 
own equcuitial virtue. This is another w ay of say- 
ing that a good idea can be carried too far. that 
there is a law of diminishing returns. 

We are at the point where extending the 
amount of tissue removed by a surgical opera- 
tion or increasing the amount of satiation used 
in the treatment of a cancer sives less and less 
improvement in results. The limiting factor in 
both surgery and radiation is the necessity of 
preserving the vital organs into which the cancer 
may have spread. Shee we cannot safely extend 
these treatments further, we should now shift

A STATEMENT DISAGREEING WITH DR. CRILE 


Dr. Crile offers a dangerous, fatalistic philos- 
ophy of cancer. We fear it may lead readers 
of the article to reject steps they can take for 
their own protection. 

Much can be done to prevent needless deaths 
from cancer. Fortunately the public is learning 
that the earlier cancer is treated, the greater 
the likelihood of cure, and that some cancers 
can be detected by periodic checkups in very 
early stages—often before any symptoms have 
appeared—when the chances of cure are great- 
est. Success of the early-diagnosis program 
depends largely on personal responsibility by 
an alert public. 

The American ie: Neer Soci ely 's 3 propram of 
education is not based on fear but on reason- 
able hope, and emphasizes the curability of 
many types of cancer. Dr. Crile to the con- 
trary, this program has not diverted “efforts 

. funds ... time” from basic research, In 
fai the Society's s campaigns help support the 
greatest research attack ever launched against 
a single disease. 

The charge that cancer education spreads 
unreasoning pathological fear is unsupported 
by evidence. The existing data indicate the 
opposite. The American Cancer Society has 
just completed 7,000 interviews in 40 states 
and has found that people who know most 
about cancer are the most objective and least 
fearful; those who know least about cancer ex- 
press the most fearful and unrealistic attitudes, 
A survey of psychiatrists, who are perhaps best 
qualified to judge, shows that only 6% think 
cancer education does more harm than good. 


Dr. Crile discusses unnecessary surgery, lab- 
oratory tests, ultraradical surgery, local eureery 
for cancer of the breast. He raises technical 
questions that can only be intelligently con- 
sidered and resolved by physicians in scien- 
tific publications and sessions. 

Cancer is an insidious, dreadful disease 
but there have been remarkable achievements 
against it in recent years. The curability of 
virtually every form of cancer is rising. The 
age-standardized death rate for women is drop- 
ping, w hile the increased death rate for men 
is due almost wholly to cancer of the lung. 
Most individual types of cancer show declining 
death rates (age standardized). 

The reader is urged to consider these facts 
in weighing Dr. Crile’s argument. His thesis 
is contrary to the teaching of the country’s 
81 medical schools and to the experience of 
physicians and surgeons. Earlier diagnosis is 
our brightest hope of curing cancer today— 
and earlier diagnosis is a personal concern.

the emphasis to the study of the chemistry and the very nature of 
the cancer cell. The frontier is no longer surgery, it is basic research. 
The discovery of insulin came out of the laboratory and on that 
day the diabetics of the world were given a reprieve. The same could 
happen with cancer. The fine efforts of such organizations as the 
American Cancer Society and the Damon Runyon Memorial Fund 
to raise money for research should be pushed forward and generously 
supported. 

Basic research sounds far less practical and exciting than clinical 
work, but in the end it is more important. Mice susceptible to cancer, 
which have been bred and studied in the Jackson Memorial Labora- 
tory in Bar Harbor, Maine, now provide research workers with the 
measuring sticks essential for estimating the effect of treatment. 
Already the use of sex hormones and the removal of endocrine glands 
as suggested by Dr. Charles Huggins at the University of Chicago has 
proved of value in the treatment of some cancers of the prostate and 
breast. Research pioneered by Dr. Cornelius Rhoads at the Sloan- 
Kettering Institute in New York and by Dr. Sidney Farber at the Chil- 
dren’s Medical Center in Boston is beginning to find a place in the 
treatment of leukemias and a few other cancers. These are the first of 
the chemical miracles that may be the wonders of years to come. 

It is time for us to separate this constructive research part of the 


cancer program from the great superstructure of clinical overempha- 
sis that is based on fear. 

There is no end to man’s possible concern about cancer. There is no 
technical way that man’s fears can be permanently allayed. Even if a 
person had X-rays of the chest, stomach and intestinal tract every 
four months, the possible development of fatal cancer could not be 
forestalled. In an attempt to detect cancer in an early stage, cancer 
detection centers have X-rayed the stomachs of thousands of patients 
who had no symptoms at all. The number of possible curable cancers 
found by X-rays was so low and the number of operations done need- 
lessly for conditions that looked like cancer (but were not) was so 
high that the costly experiment was abandoned. 


A positive philosophy 


INCE we cannot prevent or cure all cancers, we must develop a 
positive philosophy and a positive educational program that meet 
the issues. The role of education is to teach the truth; to teach the 
importance of those things that are important; and to teach us to accept 
with dignity those facts of life that we cannot at present change. 
No one knows what makes a cell live, or what life itself is. All we 
know is that life is change and growth. Cancer is a part of life.

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FEAR OF GANGER continueo 


From the time that the sperm and ovum meet, the fertilized egg 
begins to grow. What makes one egg cell grow into a chicken, another 
into a man? The hand of a baby grows ato the hand of a man and 
then it stops growing. What made it grow? What made it stop grow- 
ing? That is the mystery of growth. 

Cancer cells are the offspring of our own cells but they are endowed 
with abnormal properties of growth. Cancer cells are not invaders 
from the outside, not alien creatures that have come to us from some 
other form of life. They are, in a sense, our own children gone wrong. 

No one knows precisely what factors change a normal cell into a 
malignant cell. Since we know so little about the factors that cause 
cancer, we can do little to avoid getting it. In sites like the cervix 
and rectum which are accessible to examination, the changes that 
precede cancer.often can be recognized and successfully treated. But 
at present we must accept the possibility of getting internal can- 
cers as we do the possibility of being struck by lightning: we should 
not court it by taking foolish risks, but neither should we devote 
our lives to trying to avoid it. 
Most important, we should un- 
derstand the nature of cancer 
and the multitude of ways in 
which it can behave. 

Each cancer is as much an 
individual as each person is an 
individual, Each has its own pat- 
tern of behavior. A cancer, like 

piece of skin, can be trans- 
planted from one place to an- 
other in the body, but, except 
possibly in the case of identical 
twins, it cannot be transplanted 
from one person to another. It 
is not contagious. 

There are many ways in which 
a cancer, once started, can be- 
have. Some cancers of the thy- 
roid and the breast may remain 
small, localized and harmless for 
many years, or may never cause 


to cause symptoms? Or does metastasis take place only late in the 
disease when the tumor is already large and troublesome? These 
questions can best be answered by considering the way in which 
cancer begins. 

[f cancer starts as a single cell, this parent cell divides, the daugh- 
ter cells divide, and so on. The microscopic growth of a cancer may 
go on like this for years before a detectable tumor is formed. During 
this time the cancer cells may have been growing, invading blood ves- 
sels and lymph nodes, perhaps metastasizing to distant organs. From 
our clinical perspective we look only at the butterfly stage of cancer, a 
brief and dramatic episode in the long and hidden life of the larva. 

Some cancer cells are so aggressive that they spread | into the blood 
stream long before they are detectable at their point of origin. Some- 
times the original cancer is still only microscopic in size, despite 
the fact that it has already spawned a myriad of metastatic cancers. 
This type of cancer is incurable long before it can be recognized, 
no matter how often or how thoroughly the patient is examined. 

The natural course of this type 
of cancer could not be affected 

0 — even by the most perfect diag- 
nosis and treatment. 
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There is a place for perfec- 
tionism in medicine. It is nec- 
essary in the discipline of the 
operating room, in the prepara- 
tion of medicines and in the es- 
tablished lifesaving techniques 
upon which the whole strength 
of medicine depends. And some 
things in life have to be perfect. 
Some parts of a machine have 
to be ground to a tolerance of 
1/10,000 of an inch. Other parts 
work just as well when the tol- 
erance is 1/10 of an inch. But 
perfectionism sets an impracti- 
eal standard of 1/10,000 when 
1/10 of an inch would do.

ist may order batteries of expen- 
sive diagnostic tests. Medical 
students are taught, and later 
they are trained in hospitals, to 
rely more and more on X- -rays, 
electrocardiograms and chemical 


pancakes without spreading to 
distant organs and still they can 
be completely cured by simple 
surgical removal. Many cancers grow so slowly that they cause lit- 
tle or no damage, The fact that a cancer has been present for a 
long time does not of necessity make it less curable. Biologic pre- 
determinism (a term that refers to the nature of the cancer itself, 
its speed of growth and its tendency to invade and spread to distant 
parts) is the most important factor that affects the course of the dis- 
ease. Each cancer runs its own course and this course is apt to be quite 
independent of the size of the tumor, the duration of the disease or 
the type of treatment given. 

Certain types of cancer could, indeed, be rendered all but harmless 
by early detection and treatment. There is no question that wide- 
spread and inexpensive examinations by trained technicians would 
guard against some cancers of the rectum and most cancers of the 
cervix, The simple vaginal smear test dev eloped by Papanicolaou gives 
excellent warning of cervical cancer; it has saved many lives and can 
save many more. There is no question that an alert public can detect 
its own cancers of the skin, lip, mouth and tongue early enough to 
sive as much protection as it is possible to give against death from 
these diseases, Chest X-rays are valuable because they do reveal some 
of the less-harmful, slowly growing cancers in the outer part of the 
lung. Cancer education is at ‘its best when it teaches people to protect 
themselves from all these cancers. But the common killing internal 
cancers that cause most of the deaths, including the major centrally 
located lung cancers, cannot often be detected by our present means 
before they have spread, 

Cancer cells are not stationary, and the most dangerous cancers 
move readily into the lymph nodes and blood vessels “that permeate 
every living part of the body. This is the cause of metastasis, the 
process by which cancer cells are swept into the moving body fluids 
and are filtered out in the liver, lungs and other organs. The impor- 
tant question is, when does this spread occur? Is it “early in the dis- 
ease before the primary tumor has become big enough to be felt or 
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tests of blood. These are good 
tests, valuable when needed, but 
all of them are not needed in all 
cases. Does a young woman, admitted to the hospital for sinus trou- 
ble, need X-rays of her stomach, gall bladder and colon, an electro- 
cardiogram. a basal metabolism test and a dozen blood tests? No, but 
she may very well get them. Why? 

The patient has heey taught by educational campaigns that . “thor- 
ough checkup” gives protection against death from cancer. She be- 
lieves that in some mysterious manner laboratory tests give protec- 
tion against disease, She wants these tests. 

If the physician is a professional perfectionist and if he has a 
patient who desires a thorough examination, he may be so afraid of 
missing some possible diagnosis that he does not dare to omit any of 
the av ailable tests. 

Besides, if the patient has hospital insurance, there is less rea- 
son to economize on the length of the hospital stay. The extrava- 
gance of this kind of examination. is not primarily the fault of the 
patient, the physician, the hospital or the health insurance com- 
pany that pays the bill. The basic error is the fault of those who 
have exaggerated the value of early detection and treatment of dis- 
eases without explaining the limitations. Most major diseases— 
tuberculosis. syphilis, cancer of the cervix are some obvious ex- 
ceptions—can be treated just as successfully after the first signs 
or symptoms develop as they can be treated in the stage when they 
are detectable solely by laboratory tests. 


Irrational fears and superfluous tests 


HE advocates of early diagnosis are not wrong. They have mere- 
ly overemphasized their point and done it in such a way that 
patients run to doctors with irrational fears and demands for super- 
fluous tests instead of going wisely and calmly. In most cancers 
early detection does simplify the problems of treatment. When the 
tumor is small, a small operation may suffice. When it has had time

to grow large, more extensive surgery may be required. Unrea- 
sonable waiting and disregard of obvious signs and symptoms of 
cancer are inexcusable, 

I have seen a patient who let a benign tumor of the breast get as 
big as a watermelon because she feared it was a hopeless cancer. 
Such disregard of symptoms is absurd. If you have symptoms, of 
course you should see your doctor about them. They probably are 
not coming from cancer anyway and may be easily corrected. But 
if you have no symptoms, complicated examinations are not apt to 
be of any more value than a few simple tests, 

Yet such emphasis has been placed on periodic examination and 
early treatment that the public not only expects miracle diagnoses 
before any symptoms are present but also expects immediate opera- 
tions. The result has been both an unreasonable expectation and a 
misguided demand on the part of patients. 

Today many people believe that the slightest delay in treatment 
of cancer diminishes the chance of cure, They will hold a doctor 
sharply accountable for the least delay in performing an operation. 
So what can the doctor do to protect his reputation? He can advise 
an operation on everything that might conceivably be cancer. ‘This 
would mean, for example, that since there is no certain test for 
cancer of the breast short of surgery, the doctor would feel called 
on to operate on every woman who came to him with almost any 
complaint referable to the breast. 

If genuine protection against cancer were afforded by this ap- 
proach, it might be worth while to operate as early as possible on 
everything that might turn out to be cancer. But there is no clear 
evidence that immediate treatment is any more effective than treat- 
ment given a little later. Remember how long the cancer has been 
present and perhaps spreading into the lymph and blood vessels 
before it could be detected. Remember too that many cancers re- 
main localized indefinitely and never spread. 

The trouble is that the factor of time has been so overempha- 
sized to the public that it takes courage for a doctor to refuse to 
operate immediately. More of this courage is now needed in the 
medical profession. Not every surgeon dares to follow his best 
judgment in the face of popular opinion, 


The best weapon we have 


HE importance of surgery in the treatment of cancer should 

not be underestimated. In spite of the great usefulness of and 
recent improvements in radiation and chemical treatment, surgery 
is still, in many cases, the best weapon we have. Operations often 
relieve obstruction, control the infection that is associated with 
cancer, or stop persistent bleeding that would shorten the span of 
life. There are surgical operations for some cancers which give 
complete and permanent cures. But we should recognize the value 
of surgery without exaggerating it. We should not resort to it 
automatically, unwisely or insistently. 

Often the patient does insist that an operation be performed. 
This is a blind, unreasoning insistence which stems from a human 
instinct as old as the race of man. 

On the Gold Coast of Africa the death of an old man is accepted 
as a natural phenomenon. But when a young man dies, all hell 
breaks loose. People shoot off muskets, rush about the streets 
and sing and shout. The death of a young man is unnatural. This 
is the work of spirits. It cannot be accepted with resignation. 
Action must be taken. Something must be done. 

The same attitude 1 is apparent in our own society. If a man in 
his 70s or 80s is found to have a hopelessly inoperable cancer, the 
patient and his relatives may accept the verdict. Not so with the 
man in his 40s or 50s. His illness is the work of an evil spirit. No 
matter what the diagnosis, something must be done. 

Part of this urge to do something is as instinctive and natural 
as the behavior of the Gold Coast natives. But part of it is bred by 
boasts of our progress in the treatment of cancer. Simple, ordinary 
cases, presented in a dramatic manner, are in every newspaper and 
magazine. “If these people can be cured, why can’t [?” the pa- 
tient thinks. 

Well. perhaps he can. But if he has a wise, well-trained surgeon, 
if his radiologist has a modern high-voltage X-ray or cobalt-bomb 
therapy machine, the chances are that the patient cannot get bet- 
ter treatment anywhere else in the world. There are no medical 
secrets In cancer. 

Yet the pressure is on. Somehow the devil must be driven out. 
Something must be done, even when the cancer has been reliably 
diagnosed as inoperable. Attempts to cure an incurable cancer 
might be justified if the results were merely negative and did no 
harm. But ultraradical surgery—the wholesale removal of organs

and large sections of surrounding tissue—is not a merely negative 
attack. It is a positive attack that causes great expense, untold 
suffering and usually shortens the span of life. The conventional 
time-tested cancer operations are useful. But many of the modern, 
ultraradical operations can be a cruel waste. 

It was important for surgeons—and I was one of them—to learn 
the limits of radical surgery. Only by performing such operations 
could we have demonstrated their value in the few cancers that 
ean be controlled by this technique. And only by performing them 
could we have learned the limits of safety. Having learned these 
limits, we should be extremely careful how we approach them. 

Operations on extensive and highly malignant tumors are not 
often successful. They break the natural barriers and spread the 
disease. Even when these cancers are detected ° ‘early,’ even 
when the most radical operations are performed, the disease is 
rarely checked. Through the operations the cancer cells may gain 
further access to blood vessels and lymph nodes and spread even 
more rapidly. 

In a survey of the long-range results of operations for cancer of 
the stomac ‘h conducted 1 ina large and representativ Br Oup of hae: 
pitals in Los Angeles, the dangers of cutting into or partially 
removing extensive cancers were shown. In this study Dr. L. W. 
(uiss Shore ed that in very advanced cancer of the stomach the 
hospital mortality rate was 61% after those operations that cut 
into and partially removed the cancer. When the inoperability of 
the tumor was recognized at operation and no attempt was made 
to remove it, the hospital mortality was only 39%. 


Brilliant research on one million people 


THER $ studies indicate that for cancer of the breast, a well- 
done conservative operation is perhaps as effective as a radical 
removal. In Edinburgh and southern Scotland, Dr. R. Me Whirter 
and his colleagues, using beth X-ray and surgery, have done bril- 
liant clinical and statistical research on an entire population group 
of more than one million people to prove this vital point. In many 
cases radical operations, with or without X-ray treatment, may be 
best, but McWhirter’s studies may mark the beginning of a new 
epoch in surgery, an epoch which will recognize that each cancer 
is a separate problem to be considered in an individual way. 

Too often the patient adopts the attitude that if he has cancer, 
death after an operation is better than survival with cancer. This 
is not true. Even with incurable cancer years of comfortable life 
may remain. Occasionally, an advanced and “incurable” cancer 
and its metastasis will mysteriously disappear. I have seen a pa- 
tient with a proved inoperable cancer of the stomach survive in 
sood health for over five years. And I have heard of a boy in Calli- 
fornia, who at the age of 8 was operated on for cancer of the 
thy roid, two years later developed metastases in the lungs, and was 
siven up for as good as dead by both his physicians and his family. 
Ten years later he was running the two-mile race on a college 
track team. Cancer obeys no laws. Especially with older people,

death is quite likely to come not from cancer but from other causes. 

In recent years the American College of Surgeons has been at- 
tacking the very small but very active group of unethical surgeons 
who perform unnecessary operations, often with prevention of 
cancer as the excuse. But the unnecessary operation cannot be 
stamped out completely as long as people demand it, Every blast 
of cancer propaganda makes millions of people worry, makes them 
more susceptible to the unethical surgeon. Regardless of what 
such a surgeon may say to make such an operation sound simple, 
remember that there is no such thing as a “perfectly safe’’ opera- 
tion. People who never had cancer, who probably never would have 
had it, have died of operations done in cancer’s name. This is the 
hidden cost of cancer’s cure. It is the price we pay for fear. 

The fact that such practices exist does not mean that Americans 
should lose faith in shets surgeons. Unethical surgeons are a tiny 
minority. The vast majority of surgeons are endowed with wisdom 
and common sense. They realize that the main thing about the 
treatment of cancer is not how early or how radically it is treated 
but how wisely. You have time in w ‘hich to think. A week or even 
a month will probably make no difference. Do not panic. Be sure 
that the diagnosis is definite. Have it rechecked if it is not. You 
have the right to ask the opinion of another doctor if you wish. 
No good physician objects to a request for a consultation. 

Do not be afraid to ask your surgeon to tell you the truth, If 
you do not ask him, he may evade the issue. He may mention a 
tumor, an obstruction, or a dozen other vague and meaningless 
words, But this problem i is your problem. It is your right to know 
where the trouble is, what it is and what has to be done to get rid 
of it, This is a major issue in your life. If the picture is not clear, 
you should take time for thought. 

If you ask your doctor to explain why an operation is necessary, 
he should be able to tell you in a way that is clear to you. Be sure 
that you understand the risks of the operation as well as its possi- 
ble benefits. Remember that overdiagnosis and overtreatment can 
be as dangerous as underdiagnosis and undertreatment. Between 
these extremes common sense and judgment must guide the way. 

Even in cases where the cancer appears to be quite incurable, 
the remaining months and years of a patient's life need not be 
sterile and devoted to despair. Only if the patient rushes about, 
subjecting himself to useless and mutilating operations or if he 
falls into the hands of an unethical practitioner who displaces him 
from his family and wastes his precious remaining time, only 
then is the gift of life squandered to no good end. 


‘Don't tell him, doctor’ 


HEN a family is told that one of their members has an in- 

curable cancer, three times out of four the immediate re- 
action is ‘Don’t tell him, doctor.” Although every doctor has 
some patients. who are emotionally imable to stand the truth 
about cancer, in most cases it is better if the truth is faced. 

I have seen a young man with an advanced and incurable cancer 
who was separated from his wife and family by a living lie, “Don’t 
tell my wife,” he had begged me. “Don’t tell my husband what he 
has,”’ the wife had asked. But when the facts were admitted and 
discussed, the couple, who had been separated before by a veil of 
unreality, left my office hand in hand. Together they could face

the facts. When a family does this they can devote the remaining 
years to living together rather than to individual and lonely prep- 
arations for the hour of death. If the truth is not faced, the pa- 
tient may lose confidence in physician, family and friends. In des- 
peration he may spend his life savings in the office of a quack. 

The quack is often a smart man, a clever psychologist, and 
there is just enough truth in what he says to make his clients 
believe that he could be right. It should not be necessary for those 
with incurable cancer to lose faith in their physicians and sur- 
render to the ministrations of a quack. But faith they must have, 
faith in someone. This is a challenge to the medical profession, 
for if the patient is not abandoned by his physician and if faith is 
strong, amazing strength is found. 

Even in their terminal stages most cancers do not cause exces- 
sive pain. But if the patient is living in fear, even the slightest 
pain is hard to bear. Remember that cancer cells are our own cells 
and they can live side by side with normal cells without reaction 
and without causing pain. Infections, injuries, some kinds of heart 
disease, most of the common causes of death may give great pain 
or discomfort, or they may be quick and merciful. So may cancer. 

In those types of cancer that do cause great pain, the neuro- 
surgeon can cut the nerve paths in the spinal cord and relieve 
pain without interfering with other sensations or activity. Nar- 
cotics are at their best in the treatment of cancer. Their use is 
comforting and good. Many of the recently developed pain-relieving 
drugs act effectively over long periods of time with no unpleasant 
side effects. Pain is one aspect of the disease that the physician 
can usually control. 

At no time in a man’s life can he be so selfless as when death is 
near. The sensitive and artistic wife of a relatively young man 
who had an incurable cancer of the lung told me about the period 
between the diagnosis of her husband’ s cancer and his death. 

“These months,” she said, “were the culmination of our life 
together—the one period whet with the children and the entire 
family we all of us stood selfless and grew into the immense stature 
of a family unit.” 

The length of a life is not a measure of its value. Jesus died at 
the age of 33, So did Alexander the Great. The young men of 
Britain’s air force in World War II were exposed to a greater risk 
of instant death than are many patients with cancer. These men 
knew their fate but they did not live in fear. They had not been 
taught to fear. 

The facts about cancer are often harsh. At the moment that 
they are revealed they may seem unbearable. But time brings heal- 
ing. Gradually it becomes apparent that the length of a life is no 
measure of its impact on the lives of those it touches. It is the 
depth of life that counts. No life can run deep and true if it is 
obsessed with the fear of death, The lives that have meaning are 
those that are lived gallantly, in the joy of living, and with glad- 
ness to share that joy. We should build our monuments to the 
miracle of life, not to the fear of death,
